Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Falcon presented argument against the obviousness rejection 
based on Allansson et al. and Igarashi et aL Specifically, he argued that EGR control device in Allansson and Igarashi 
do not control exhaust gas to flow back from a portion downstream of the particulate filter in the exhaust passage to a 
portion downstream of the intercooler in the intake passage without passing through the intercooler in a case where a 
load of the internal combustion engine is equal to or lower than a predetermined load. The Examiner will reconsider 
his position when the amendment is formally submitted. .
